LTHOUGH Germany and Austria 
are et war with Great Britain 
and Russia, yet the courts of St. 
James and of Petrograd, like 
those of Vienna end of Berlin, 
have gone into meuming for Grand 
Duchess Adelaide of Luxemburg. While 
the mourning is sincere on the part of 
the reigning houses of England, Rua- 
sia, and Austria, it is merely an empty 
show at Berlin. For the late grand 
duchess, who was on terms of the great- 
est intimacy with her first cousins, 
Queen Alexandra and Czarina Marie, 
literally abhorred the reigning house of 
Prussia and everybody and everything 
connected therewith. 

She was a niece of old Queen Loulse 
of Denmark and was accustomed to 
spend every summer with her in and 
around Copenhagen, a notable figure in 
those annual gatherings in which Alex- 
ander III. of Russia and his consort, 
Queen Alexandra of England, with her 
daughters, her youngest sister, 
Duchess of Cumberland, and the late 
King George of Greece, used to take 
part. 

The grand duchess, who was the 
grandmother of the present fair ruler 
of Luxemburg, was called. upon to un- 
dergo at one time the most extraor- 
dinary experience that has ever fallen 
to the share of any of * anointed of 
the lord. 


When she en her husband i 
the sovereign Duke of Nassau. In the 
war of 1866 he sided with Austria 
against Prussia, and in consequence 
thereof was deprivéd of hig throne and 
of his duchy, which latter was annexed 
by la, along with his picturesque 
capital of Wiesbaden. Ho thereupon 
withdrew with his wife and his two 
children to Austria, where he owned 
great estates, and for the next twenty- 
three years was a popular and conspic- . 
uous figure at Vienna, where he spent 
the winters, being accorded sovereign 
honors and winning fame as the finest 
four-in-hand whip in the dual empire. 
He was also recognized as the next 
hetr- to the sovereign grand duchy of 
Luxemburg. then owned by the late 
King William III. of the Netherlands. 
For by virtue of family treaties and 
agreements between the various branch- 

es of the house of Orange-Nassau, King 
William's grand duchy of Luxemburg 
wag, in detault of his male issue, to go
